Mrs. Metalious, author of 
the controversial best-seller 
"Peyton j Place," drew up a 
new will shortly before her 
death here Sunday night 
naming Kees as sole bene- 
ficiary. 

Rees said he met Jier only 
,five months ago. Since" then, 
he said, he had acted as her 
business- manager, and also 
. was collaborating with her on 
»a novel. 

He said they ' were "very 
close friends" but added that 
the relationship was purely 
platonic; They never contem- 
plated marriage. 

. The handsome, broad- 
shouldered Welshman said 
her reason for writing a new 
will was that she didn’t want 
her divorced husband, George, 
to have anything to do with 
the estate. 

The first will left every- 
thing to her three, children. 
They have already begun 
court action to contest the 
deathbed document. 

; Rees said Mrs. Metalious 
made him promise before 
witnesses that if she left her 
estate to him he would see 
' that the children never want- 
ed for anything. 

“I am morally bound to 
abide by this promise," he 
declaimed. 

The children are a married 
daughter, Mrs.' Marsha Du- 
puis; Christopher, 17, , and 
Cynthia, 13. 

Through their -attorney, 
they challenged the second 
will Wednesday in Belknap 
County, N.H., Probate Court. 

The Wednesday night con- 
ference, at which Rees re- 


vealed himself to the press 
for the first time, was ar- 
ranged by Atty. John Cre- 
mens of Cambridge, who 
drew up the new will. 

Reporters had been trying 
in vain to track Rees down. 

Rees said he has been liv- 
ing for four months in the 
swank Charles River Devel- 
opment in the Back Bay. His 
name, however, is not listed 
in the foyer, and his telephone 
is unlisted. 

As late as 8 Wednesday 
night, the manager of the de- 
velopment was denying that 
anyone named ^Rees lived 
there. 

Rees, a former; reporter in 
London, has been in this 
country since 1962 doing free- 
lance writing. He met Mrs. 
Metalious last October in New 
Hampshire through mutual 
friends. 

She was staying at a Bos- 
ton' hotel when she became 
suddenly ill Sunday night and 
| was taken to Beth Israel Hos- 
i pital, where her ailment was 
diagnosed as hepatitis. 

Rees said that to avoid pub- 
licity— "which she loathed" — 
she used his name when she 
entered the hospital. 

Later that night she told 
him she was dying, Rees con- 
tinued. He sought a lawyer 
Cremens by friends. 

Cremens said Mrs. Metalious 
"was adamant and definite” 
about wanting a new will, 
and was recommended - to 
He added that the docu- 
ment was “discussed fully’* 
before she signed it and be- 
fore the signing was wit- 
nessed. 

Cremens was one of four 
witnesses. The others were 
Rees, Dr. Herbert Saver, a 
staff physician, and a Herman 
Kraupt of Dorchester, a visi- 
tor at the hospital. 

Mrs. Metalious died Monday 


morning, a few- hours after 
signing the will, 

Rees said he knew she was 
"unhappy” with the earlier 
will. He said also that her de- 
cision to make him her sole 
heir was a "complete sur- 
prise” to him. 

Rees said Mrs. Metalious 
was unmarried at her death. 
He said she had divorced both 
her first husband, George, and 
her second, T. J. Martin, a 
radio disc jockey now living 
in New Haven. 

He said earlier reports that 
she and George Metalious 
had remarried were untrue. 

Rees said he was not going 
to her funeral today in Gil- 
manton, N. H., because she 
had specified that there be no 
funeral.

Under the proposal prepared 
by Rees, the “patrolmen” would 
be provided with jumpsuits at a 
cost of $8,750 and helmet liners 
at a cost of $5,250. They ’would' 
not carry weapons, but would, 
take as part of their training 
“orientation to karate and judo 
for purpose of self-defense.” 
Equipment Included 

Patrolmen, 1 who would be paid 
$1.75 an hour, would have 20 
patrol cars, walkie-talkies, tape 
recorders, cameras and other 
equipment at their disposal. 
Supervisors ^'ould be paid $2.50 
an hour, and three administra- 
tors each would receive $3 an 
hour. No background check was 
to be made on the personnel, 
according to the proposal, which 
stated an effort would be made 
“to - recruit only those whose 
character and motivations are of 
the highest quality.!* 

In revealing he had divorced 
himself from the plan, Spina 
said he had called the Depart- 
ment of Justice some time ago 
to indicate his loss of enthu- 
siasm.. The police .director added 
he had called National Goals to 
task for using his name in its 
brochure under “police consult- 
ants, and staff.” I

The brochure quotes a portion of President Lyndon B. 
Johnson *s speech to Congress in Uaroh of I960 regarding the 
problems of crime and indicates that National Goals, Inc., a 
private nonprofit service organisation, in response to the 
President’s challenge, formed a Law Enforcement Project Group 
directed by experienced police and correction officers. 

The brochure also states;

The "Newark Evening News," a daily Newark, New • 
Jersey, newspaper, issue of June 20, 1983, on page one, carried 
an article captioned, Peace Patrol* Plan Draws Hughes' Ire.** 

."A plan to make leaders of militant white and 
Negro organizations paid directors of a 300-man 
'Community Peace Patrol' in Newark has been given 
a cool reception. 

"The proposal, quietly submitted to the Depart- 
ment of Justice April 19, is understood to have met 
with interest but with opposition there. It is 
opposed vehemently by Gov. Hughes. 

"The 'project directors' would be Anthony 
Imperiale, president of the North Ward Citizens 
Committee, a white rail it ant group, and Brother 
Kamiel Wadud of the United Brothers of Newark, a 
black militant organization. Imperiale and Wadud, 
two of four to sign the preliminary proposal, would 
be paid $12,000 each. 

"Police Director Dominick Spina and John Bees, 
president of National Goals Inc., also signed the 
proposal, which calls for $743,741,50 in federal 
funds to administer and outfit the vigilante group 
with uniforms) helmets, walkie-talkie, radios, tape 
recorders, cameras, patrol cars and other' equipment. 

It also would provide for four offices and two 
warehouses . 

"The proposal is - for one year with equipment 
costs to run $138,008 and operating costs, mostly 
salaries, to total $805, 735. 50 „ 

"Spina is listed under 'police consultants and 
staff' in the brochure of Nation! Goals Inc., a ’law 
enforcement project group’ which operators with a 
full-time staff of five from the Hallmark House 
apartments, 10 Hill St. 


"Rees submitted the preliminary plan to the 
Department of Justice and 11 days later, Courtney 
Evans, acting director of the department’s Office 
of Law Enforcement, replied; me do not have the 
funds to support such a project, ’ 

’ I a teres t lag ’ Pro j ect 

"Evans did, however, term the project ’most 
interesting* and told Rees that Paul Estaver, a 
department field representative, would contact 
him to discuss it. 

"While there is no record of the proposal ■ in 
the City Clerk’s office, Mayor Hugh Addo&isio 
reportedly has been reviewing it with some favor. 
Donald Halafronte, an aide to the mayor, said that 
while the administration was not directly involved 
in the preparation of the proposal, it appeared that 
it would ’formalize and moderate’ relations between 
militant groups and -the police. 

"’This was a positive response to community 
demands that the administration bring extremist 
groups together,’ said Halafronte. ’it also 
dispels the notion that they are ready to kill 
each other. ’ 

"Gov. Hughes had a different reaction. The 
governor, who apparently has been aware of the 
plan for some time, said that he had discussed it 
with Atty. Gen. Ramsey Clark and had let him 
know of his ’strong objection to it’. 

"Hughes described the proposal as * a brainstorm 
that contains the seeds of very serious trouble’ 
and added; ’it involved well known militants 
and extremists joined, perhaps unwittingly, by the 
police director of the City of Newark. ’ 


"The proposal reportedly emanated from a 
series of private meetings in Spina’s office, 
beginning April 4, with black and white militants. 
The proposal is dated April IS, but Hay 17 Spina 


"issued an order forbidding Berbers of the Police 
Department to join extremist groups or participate 
in their activities. 


"Hughes' View 

"la decrying the plan, Gov. Hughes declared; 

'I agree wholeheartedly with Atty. Gen. Claris that 
there should foe no encouragement whatever for the 
alarming tendency of some private citizens, acting 
as vigilantes, to attempt to exercise police 
powers-to do so without legal authority and with 
no obligation to the public whatever. 

"'In the words of Atty. Gen. Clark, the 
protection of the public should be carried out by 
public officials, including legally authorized 
police. I agree with Atty. Gen, Clark that it 
would be irresponsible and unwise to place the 
protection of the public in private hands, T 

"Contending that the plan 'smacks of para- 
militarism, * Hughes criticised the Legislature 
for 'the unconscionable and incomprehensible 
delay in passing the para-military bill. ' Ee asked 
for emergency measures. 

"In support of the governor, TJ.S. Atty. David M. 
Satz Jr. said he would not endorse the proposal, 
claiming he was opposed to any type of vigilante 
group. 

"The vigilante proposal, which is prefaced with 
emphasis on ’the summer months and the throat of 
violence and disorder, ' calls for a systematic 
patrol, void of official law enforcement duties or 
powers of arrest. Police super ior officers and 
patrolmen would foe assigned-* to the patrol as liaison 
personnel. 


y "Seven-Day Patrols 

"Twenty patrol cars would be leased for 6 p.m. 
to 6 a. m. patrols seven days a week. They would be 
equipped with two-way radios for communicating 



"with general headquarters-one of four storefront 
offices. Negro neighborhoods would be patrolled 
by Negroes and white neighborhoods by whites, with, 
too of each race in integrated neighborhoods . 

"Patrolmen would receive $1.75 per hour and 
their supervisors $2.50 an hour . Three administrators 
each would receive $8 per hour. Uniforms would be 
provided-$S,75Q for Jumpsuits and $5,250 for helmet 
liners. 

•‘Patrolmen would be selected by the North 
Ward Citizens Committee and the United Brothers, 
who would provide representation also from the 
Spanish-speaking community. The proposal states: 
‘While no background check will be made on 
candidates, an effoA*t will be made to recruit 
only those whose character and motivations are 
of the highest quality.' 

"The plan explains that 'considerable attention 
will be given to the applicants' physical condition, 
and to this end a physical 'examination will foe 
required and provided as part of the program. * It 
is listed as a $3,335 expense. 

’’Additional criteria ‘should be concerned 
with the applicants’ educational attainments, his 
occupational status and his place of residence, ‘ 
according to the plan. 

‘‘Training Plan 

“Training for the program would b© provided 
by National Goals Xnc., described in the 
preliminary plan as ‘a fully integrated non- 
profit organization specialising in the area of 
education, training and law enforcement. ’ The 
plan also describes it as ‘the firm, selected by 
both participating organisations as the most 
qualified to provide training for this program. ' 

“A spokesman for the North Ward Citizens 
Committee said the actual plan was prepared by 


"Bees and that it was signed in his office. The 
budget provides for $23,310 for '-seven days of 
intensive classroom and field exercises. ' 

"national Goals Inc. would be paid another 
$36,000 for weekly one-day seminars for the 
remainder of the program. The firm budgeted 
another $10,000 for what is described as 'de- 
velopment of training materials, visual aids, 
etc.' 


"Spina and Imperial© were not available 
last night for comment. Rees reportedly was on 
the West Coast and will be there until next 
week . 


"17adud, asked how his group and Imperial© 's 
would get along with each other, said:" 'Per- 
sonally I don't have any bones to pick with Tony. 
Y/e both come from the same gutters. 

'"I'm just interested in our people... 
not getting them caught up in this gosaocidal 
thing. Imperiale never professed any love for 
the black man, but maybe (by working together) 
we can take the blood thing out of it. * 

"Explains Patrols 

"Y/adud explained that under the proposal, 
black and white militants would ride ia the same 
cars in some 'fringe areas' of the city, such as 
VaiXsburg or along Bloomfield or Chancellor 
Avenues. But he definitely ruled out any white 
patrols in the heavily Negro Central Hard . 

"He said the patrols would be unarmed . 

'But they would bo able to defend themselves, ' 
he added. 'White people can’t police black 
people anymore. T7e know how. to talk to . our 
people. 1?e need to govern our own. If it's 
a black situation, let black people handle it. ' 


"Wadud said that if any trouble erupted, the 
patrolmen immediately would call for help over 
their radios. f Maybe this could even foe made into 
a faro system for the Police Department, ’ he added. 

"national Goals Inc. was suggested earlier 
this year by Sheriff Ralph D’Anfoola as the firm 
to provide police training for his staff. Th© 
Board of Freeholders rejected the proposal in 
favor of the State Police training program. 


"The outfit, however, did present an application 
for a federal grant for the East Orange Police 
Department coErauaity relations program. A spokesman 
there, who said the grant was for about $15,000, 
said national Goals acted ’as overseer for seminars, 
problems and classes.’ Spina - reportedly was on© 
of the paid speakers. 

"Office Space Rented 

"The National Goals office space at the 
Hallmark House is rented under the name of 
Peter Mercuric, who described himself as a 
consultant and one of the five full-time staff 
members . 


"Although the advertising pamphlet of the 
company lists Washington, New York and Newark 
offices, Newark is the apparent headquarters, 

Mercurio said the firm ’gave up’ the Washington 
space, and th© Hew York number is a law firo which 
Mercurio said ’takes calls’. The firm is incorporated 
in Hew York, but not registered in New Jersey , "

I pointed out that the National Committee on 
United States - China Relations is composed of eminent 
and well-known experts on mainland China* whose political 
affiliati ons enc ompass the entire spectra of political 
thought, || stated that to his knowledge there was no 

subversive activity being taken by that Committee. | 

however* indicated that Thomas has always been known to 
him as being a civil rights activist and a person whose 
actions* although motivated by humanitarian principles, 
may* in actuality* no t be in the best interests of the 
American Government. I I further noted that he could 

not substantiate personally any of the information set 
forth above, but when presented with the package reflecting 
Thomas's activity at the University of California during 
the Free Speech Rally movement in December of 1964 and 
his association with members of the Communist Party of 
the United States* specifically Herbert Aptheker* he felt 
Incumbent upon himself to bring this information to the 
attention of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

The Communist Party of the United States has been 
designated by the Attorney General pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450.
